The coming of winter having in- 
terruped fighting along the north sea 
coast, Germany is making an eifort 
to pierce the line of the allies at an- 
other point. 
The French war office 
announced today that in the region 
of the Argonne forest, where severe 
engagements have been in progress 
for the last few days, three vigorous 
attacjcs had been made by German 
infantry. 
These assaults, it is said, 
were repulsed. 


The importance of this battle, for- 
eign military critics explain, lies In 
the fact that if the Germans should 
succeed in pushing back the allies, 
they would be

to join forces 
with their troops which, further to 
the eaat, have thrust a sharp wedge 
into the line. 
Such a junction 
of 
forces would result in the surround- 
ing of the strong fortress of Verun, 
M^hich the German crown prince at- 
tacked in vain during the earlier days 
of the war.

The jingo would feave fairl\- sln-i.-kea his insistence that 
TJncie Sam him^ a formidablo ;i!m;\da to Turkish waters 
to force from the sultan an ab.j(Mn ai^oloKy and to brinp: the 
Ottoman empire to its knees 1) v l^ombardment if there were 
-the slightest delay in grovel in-- in proper fashion. 


You have noticed that todaA- we hear none of that sort 
of demand. The country is content to await the coming of 
details of the affair, conlident that it will develop that the 
apparently hostile act was one for which the porte will be 
able to offer a satisfactory exi)lanation. 
Nor does the 
changed attitude indicate any lesseiiing of either patriot- 
ism or jealous regard for national honor. AYe have no in- 
tention of permitting wanton insult to the tlaiJ, but we 
have come to look upon war from a new view]:>oint and to 
appreciate more than ever bcfi^rc its iiievltaijle horrors 
and its tremendous sacriiices. 
Jnst as res;-.lute and just 
as devoted in patriotic fer\-or as ever, we are neverthe- 
less not so effervescent about it. ATe are (loinQ- more sober 
thinking and less blatiint talking. AVe are confident that 
President Wilson and bis advisors will bring about an ad- 
justment of the difficulty without either clash of arms 
or injurj^ to our national honor. Nobody on this side of 
the Atlantic is today thirsting for war. The agonizing ex- 
periences of the European nations has made iis very posi- 
tive in that decision. Patriotism has not dimiiiished. 
It 
is merely the jingo who has becui forced to subside. Tt 
may be too much to hope that lie will ahviiys remain an ex- 
tinct species, but it is at least helpful that his trouble- 
making proclivities are not comjdicating the present mud- 
dle.

"in foreign coimtries it is the general i 
belief that Germany has brought on this 
terrible war, but it is a settled fact at 
the present time that our enemies had 
long ago planned to use Belgium as a 
gateway and that they had kept their 
\roop» ready to send at a short notice, 
but they had planned on, this without 
consulting the owner of the land and 
before they were aware of the fact, the 
German troops were already on their 
way tbroi^h the country and although 
Belgium, whom we considered on friend- 
ly term«, put up opposition, we flnalh' 
succeeded in capturing the entire coun- 
tr-v.

Washinpfton, Nov. 17.—Without wait- 
ing for couffresaional action, the bureau 
of immiifration of the department of la- 
lx>r is gradually developing a national 
aystem of labor exchanges to deal with 
thp unemployment problem. 


The immigration bureau has the right 
( under the law to assist in the "bene- 
fiolal distribution" of aliens admitted to 
the United States. 
And the Idbor de- 
partment 
is anticipating 
conxressional 
action, by extending its activities 
be- 
yond the class of "aliens" merely, and 
is tryintf to do what it. can to solve the 
vuemployment problem. 


During the summer just past the state 
labor commissioner of Oklahoma wired 
the labQr department at 
Waah ngton 
that Oklahoma needed 
between 
12,000 
and 16,000 harvest hands, and needed 
them quickly. 
His advices 
indicated 
^also that after the harvesting of v the 
summer crop, the hea*y fora^^a crops 
M'ould give additional 
employment 
to 
epproximately 85 per cent of the har- 
vest liwids for from t o w jto six months. 
The' federal deipArtment proceedeii 
to 
act. 
It issued a bulletin for posting in 
th* poitoffices of the country, and also 
to the newspapers, setting forth the op* 
portunity for employment in Oklahoma. 


This wa« the begifining of what 
thi 
(!<tf«nittieiijb offl^la hope will dereiof 
a . n ^ o o f a . j r i i ^ 


ppxicultural, as well as men and women 
ont of employment, may register and 
get in touch with each othef. 


Another instance in which the depart- 
ment was of direct help wa« after the 
Sftlem (iMass.) fire. Th^ relief commit- 
tees appealed to the department of la- 
bor to help find pla^rea for t)ie 
mill 
v'orkers in the textile mills and the boot 
and shoe workers who ha<l been thrown 
out of employment by the fire. 
Actiny 
on'this request the department 
tel6- 
graphed and wrote to about 700 manu- 
facturers of boots and shoes and a' out 
000 manufacturers of cotton texti'ee in 
Pf nnsylvania. New York, Maryland, New 
Jf^rsey, Delaware and the New England 
etates, in an endeavor to place these un- 
fortunate workers. 
Labor orcranizations 
clso were notified and asked to co-op- 
crate. 
As a result, the department es- 


timates that 1,500 places were foi nd for 
trte workers. 
About 1,200 replies came 
to the department in response to its 
telepraph and mail inquiries. 
Thp work- 
ers who were thus placed in employment 
rlimbered about half of those wlio lo^t 
their places by the 
fire.

The immigration

Jto well as those printed in Enirlish in 
its work of trying to secure places on 
farms for arriving immiitTants.

JE8U8 AND PrUkTE. 


LESSON/ TEXT-Luke 25:13-26. See also 
Matt. 27:11-31. 


GOLDEN TEXT — Pilate salth unto 
them. What then •ball I do unto Jesust 
•who la called Christ?—Matt. 27:22 R. V. 


The false wltneeseB (Mark 14:65-59) 
did not help to formulate chai^ea 
against Jesua. 
These rulers did, how« 
ever, make three accusations. 
(Luke 
28:2) (a) "Perverting the nation"— 
turning it to error; (b) "forbidding to 
give tribute to Caesar"—treason, (see 
Matt 17:24-27); 
and 
(o) 
"that 
he 
inaketh 
himself 
Christ, 
a 
king"— 
e. g.. his Messianic claims. 
Pilate 
(T. 14) seenM to have dwelt upon the 
first as only worthy of consideration. 


I. Jesus and Pllata, vv. 13-19. This 
Incident demands that we study care- 
fully all that the other gospel writer« 
have recorded. We have seen the ac- 
cusation recorded by Luke. 
Matthew 
and Luke tell us of Pilate's question, 
"Art thou the king of the Jews?" and 
of the answer of Christ claiming that 
he was. Matthew records the silence 
of Jesus to the accusations of the 
chief priests ^and to Pilate at that 
time. 
Luke gIves%iB the account of 
Pilate's perplexity, how Jesus 
was 
sent to Herod and of Pilate's second 
report to the Jews. 
Matthew tells of 
the ofier Pilate made to release Barab- 
bas or Jesus and of the messairo from 
Pilate's wife. 


Trial a Mockery. 


The trial before Annas and Calaphai 
was a hollow mockery. The Sanhedrin 
was fierce In its denunciation and to 
add disgrace and to Impress Pilate 
that Jesus was dangerous, they led 
him into his presence. 
Pilate soon 
Raw the emptiness of their charges, 
and as we have suggested, dismissed 
all save that of "perverting the nar 
tlon." The Roman government keenly 
watched for Incipient rebellions. After 
examination he declares, "I find no 
fault In this man." 
He did not, how- 
ever, dare incur the hatred and vio- 
let ic« of a Jerusalem mob, and so ha 
temporizes. 
The fiercest light of crit- 
icism declares Jesus to be imi^cable, 
yet men temporize. 
After the dis* 
graceful 
and 
degrading 
treatment 
Jesus received before Herod, he again 
stands before Pilate, and this time he 
is again declared to be Innocent of the 
chargeB preferred against him. 
This 
is the turning point of this world's 
greatest tragedy. 
Pilate should have 
let him go, and would have had he 
not been a venal Judge. "He who-hesi- 
tates is lost," is amply exemplified In 
this case. Pilate was in a worse oase 
and one where it became less easy 
to do right, whatever his inclinations 
(Acts 8:13) may have been, by not 
acting resolutely at this point 
It was 
easy-for this weak-willed man then to 
yield to the determined wills of the 
enemies of Jesus, v. 24 R. V. Pilate 
found no fault In Jeeus, neither did 
Herod (v. 16), yet Pilate compromla« 
Ingly says, "nothing worthy of death." 
hence the suggestion that he be chas- 
tised and released. This is typical of the 
temporizing, compromising, fickle poli- 
ticians. 
These words at once sug^ 
gested to the Jews a custom of hav- 
ing released unto them one whom they 
chose at this period 9f the year, and 
they cried out, "Away with this mjan, 
release unto us Barabbas." 
It was 
thus that these, his accusers, repre- 
senting the nation, "denied the holy 
and Just, and desirable m murderer." 
Acta 3:14. 


Pilate Tried «o Save ChHtt 


ir. Jesus and Barsbbss, w . 2(KtB. 
Matthew adds to that awful cry, when 
Pilate has washed his hands In token 
of Innocency, "His blood be upon us" 
(Matt. 
27:25). 
The other 
writers 
give us some suggestions as to who 
Barabbas was, and makis this choice 
more appalling by way of contrast. 


III. The Teaching. 
This lesson Is 
intended to center itself about Pilate. 
In it we see the struggle between con- 
sclence and personal ambition. 
Pi- 
late was impressed by the words of 
Christ. 
He told the priests and the 
multitude that he found no fault in 
him. It appears that up to a certain 
point he tried to save Christ, and cer* 
talnly to the end he strove to avoid 
the responsibility for his death. Sore- 
ly pressed he temporised and the 
conversation recorded in John 18:88-88 
shows how profoundly Interested he 
was in this prisoner before him. 


Pilate knew whom he was dealing 
with as a politician, but did not know 
this "man of Galilee." 
He chose rath- 
er to- be "Caesar's friend" than to per- 
form a rifhteous act according to the 
diotates of his conscience. 
Pressed 
by the clamor of those whom he de- 
spised, he saoriflced his conscience 
rather than incur their anger. 


The golden text focuses the pertonal 
application 
of 
this 
entire 
lesson, 
"What shall I do unto Jesui, whicb is 
called Christ?" 
As this attMtlon Sik 
from the lips of Pilate it was 
appeal to those who had asked for 
Barabbas< "What then shall I do?" Was 
an^ acknowledgment 
of 
defeat, 
an 
acquiescence to the will of th¿ people, 
and a desire to rthift the responsibil- 
ity for the shedding' of innf^idnt blood. 
This is the question ot all questions 
which men have to face. Men are still 
following the course ot Pilate, eitber 
they consent to hit crniUlUioii or to 
hla orowninsL

GERMANS ATTACK IN 
ARMED AUTOMOBILES 


Bruges, Belgium, Thursday, Nov. 19.— 
(Via Sluis and London, Nov. 20, 10:22 
a. m.)—Large bodies of German engi- 
neers have been 
seen passing 
toward 
the front, according to information re- 
ceived here and it is believed the Ger- 
mans are planning to cross the inundat- 
ed coimtry by scientific methods. 


In the meanwhile the western storm 
continues, and the waters of the North 
sea are sweeping inland through the six 
big locks at Nieuport. 


It is learned here that the Germans 
on Nov. 18 attempted a raid on theae 
locks, which are built in a semi-circle. 
Their attack, which was conducted in 
a number of armed automobiles, 
was 
repulsed. 


The fortifications 
which have

constructed all through West Flanders 


for use in case of an eventual German 
retreat, evidently 
now arc 
completed, 
for the troops employed in their con- 
struction have all gone to the front. 
The snow in Flanders continuas.

is much illness among the men in the 
trenches and the past few days have 
seen little fighting.

BIG BATTLES RAGE 


IN RUSSIAN POLAND 


Today's War News 


Given in Summary. 


The coming of winter having in- 


terruped fighting along the north sea 
coast, Germany is making an effort 
to pierce the line of the allies at an- 
other point. 
The French war office 


announced today that in the region 
of the Argonne forest, where severe 
engagements hare been in progreas 
for the last few days, three vigorous 
attacks had been made by German 
infantry. These assaults, it is said, 
were repulsed. 


The importance of this battle, for- 


eign military critics explain, lisa in 
the fact that if the Germans should 
succeed in pushing back the allies, 
they would be 
able 
to join forces 


with their troops which, further to 
the east, have thrust a sharp wedg» 
into the line. 
Such a junction of 


forces would result in tha surround- 
ing of the strong fortress of Verun, 
which the German crown •prince at- 
tacked in vain during the earlier days 
of the war. 


The reply of the allies to this chal- 


lenge was an attack on the Germans 
in the neighborhood of Verdun. 
An 


official German statement today said 
that this attack had been success- 
ful. 


In Belgium the dimunition of ac- 


tivity has become still more pro- 
nounced. There was almost a total 
absence of infantry attacks in the 
northwest and even the artillery fire, 
which recently haa been unusually 
severe, had lessened. 


The Germans on their left wing 


have reoccupied a section of the town 
of Chauvioncourt, which they recent- 
ly blew up with mines after the 
French had forced their way in. 


Either tha censorship or the ab- 


sence of decisive events was respon- 
sible for the fact that from the other 
fields of battle, in Russian Poland, 
Turkey, Servia and Persia, there 
came only fragmentary 
information 


today. The German statement said 
that tho Russians were continuing 
their retreat in Poland, hut that iu 
Eastern Prussian they had captured 
an occupied fort. 


The Russian war chiefs state that 


their advance in East Prussia and 
Galicia continues in spite of their 
admitted retreat in the center. Ger- 
man strategists 
believe 
that con- 


tinued reverses in Russian Poland 
would force the Russians to draw 
hack their 
northern 
and southern 


armies. 


The outcome of yesterday's naval 


battle in the Black 
sea is still in 


doubt. No fresh information was re- 
ceived to reconcile the conflicting 
claims of Russia and Turkey, each of 
whom asserted that a hostile battlo- 
ship had been damaged seriously in 
the engagement.

late was Impressed by the words of 
[ 


Christ. Ho told the prlesta and the 
multitude that he found no fault tn 
him. It appears that up to a certain 
point he tried to save Christ, and cer- 
tainly to the end he strove to avoid 
the responsibility for his death. Sore- 
ly pressed he temporized and the 
conversation recorded In John 18:33-38 
shows how profoundly Interested he 
was In this prisoner before him. 


Pilate knew whom he was dealing 


•with as a politician, but did not know 
this "man of Galilee." He chose rath- 
er to be "Caesar's friend" than to per- 
form a righteous act according to the 
dictates of his conscience. Pressed j 
by the clamor of those whom ho de- 
spised, he sacrificed his conscience 
rather than Incur their anger. 


The golden text focuses the personal 


application 
of this entire lesson, 


"What shall I do unto JCBUO, which Is 
called Christ?" 
As this question fell 


from the llpa of Pilate It was an 
appeal to those who had asked for 
Barabbaa. "What then shall I do?" was 
an 
acknowledgment of defeat, an 


acquiescence to the will of the people, 
and a desire to shift the responsibil- 
ity for the sheddltit; of Innocent blood. 
This Is the question o£ all questions 
which men have to face. Hen are still 
following the course of Pilate, either 
they consent to his crucifixion or to 
bin crownlnsr.
